HISTORICAL ANECDOTE, 


ON a tablet hanging ap in the Church 
Ailhallows Barking, ‘Tower-street, it is 
written ; 

* Thischurch was much deficed and rui 
by « asnentable blow cf twenty-seven barrels 
gun- owder, that took fire on the first of 
ary, 1019, 10a ship chandler's hovst, over 
gainstihe south side of the charet, and after. 
wards was repaired and beautitied again by al 
voluntary contribution of the perishoners,” 
The accouats given of this disaster is agfeh| 
ows: 

** One of the houses in this place wasa ship. 
chandler’s, who, on the fourth of January afore. 
said, being busy in his shop barrelling up gum 
powder, it took fire, and in the twinkling of 
eye blew up not oaly that, but all the hoa 
ther. abouts, to the number (towards the street 
ang io back alleys) of fifty or sixty, The sem 
ber of persons destroyed by this blow could 
vot be known, for the next Louse butune wa 
the Rose Taveen, a house always fall of com 
pany and that time of night, aad that day the 
prish dinner was atthe house; and im three 
or four days afier, digging, they conti 
found heads, legs, &e. miserdbly torn 
scorched, besides many whole bodies, with aa 
near so much as their clothes scorched. h 
this accident there were two things very te 
markable ; the mistress of the house of th 
Rose Tavern was found sitting in her bar, and 
ove of the drawers standing by the bar-side, 
witha pot in his hand, only stifled with dat 
aud smoke ; thei bodies being preserved whole 
by means of great timbers tulhng aces os 
upon another, 

** Also the next morning there was found up
